Although I think it is more important than ever that we talk ugw, when I was in 
Washington yesterday, I was not able to see those from whom I might have borrowed 
enough money to make a trip to Mew York now and I cannot. If only you had been delayed a 
few days more! I have to go to Hew York right after you plan, to leave. 

However, there is a solution you sight consider, and that is making but a single 
stop on your way homo. Thore are non-stop planer; from New York to Baltimore I do not know 
how many linos, but I havo flown Allegheny, for example, and I think others also have 
non-stop flights). They should be fairly frequent. And I know there are non-stop planes 
from Baltimore to New Orleans, for after my first experience, I never went or returned 
any other way. There are about six of these, several in the evening. There is also a 
vexy good flight from Dulles, which is near Washington, non-stop to Washington of which 
I know and possibly several of which I do not know. The only one of the three nearby 
airports from which there are no non-stops to New Orleans is Washington National. 

So, what X would like to suggest is one of two things* that you take an early 
plane from New York to Baltimore (Friendship Airport) and we spend the day there together, 
with you taking a supper fligyt non-stop to Hew Orleans, or that you take a non-stop to 
Baltimore, where I'll meet you and bring you here, and then, the next day, take you there 
for the trip home. There is a good Baste m flight about 9:30 Baltimore time which gets 
to New Orleans about 10:30 in the morning New Orleans time. There are earlier and later 
Belti non-stops to New Orleans from there. X think Bel a ta alone has six non-stops to 
New Orleans.

While I share your dislike for unnecessary stopping, I do it when it is necessary, 
even though I always seek a non-stop flight. I hope you will find it possible to make the 
one stop in Baltimore. If you are pressed for time, you can take an early flight out of 
New York, I can meet it, ska we can spend the day together there, and you can then fly 
home non-stop. 1 am anxious to see you, and this is now the only way it is possible. Or, 
as I said, you can visit with us and then take a non-stop flight hose. It is about an hour 
and a quarter from Baltimore airport to here, ay little less to Dulles. If you do this, you 
can leave from either Dulles or Friendship, for it make no difference to no to which airport 
i drive you. I. you do not want to take the extra day, diore may oven be a 3^ ter plane from 




Dulles, and I could drive you from Friendship to Dulles with no trouble. It is about 
an hour and all superhighway. And, if you could take a little lomger, t akin g an early 
non-stop from fe i( ew York to here and then coining to our home, the next day I could show 
you around Washington. Perhaps you have never done this? From this sight-seeing, I could 
take you in an hour of less to either Dulles or Friendship. And, if you decide you can 
take this little extra tine from your business, I would, if you agree, try to make an 
appointment for you to see Congressman Boggs, who has just been fighting with the FBI. 
he nas done n very brave thing for a politician, to tackle the FBI. On short notice it 
mignt not be possible to get to see him in person, but it might be better, busy as 
ongressmen are, to try and see liis assistant oryi in Boggs* case, his son, who lias been 
helping Ms in this fight and is a lawyer. It is possible that tney might find what you 
have to say of interest and would find the time for it if I know in time to speak to them.
